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History of St. John’s School 


St. John’s School for boys was established by the late Monsignor 
Thomas Griffin in the early eighties. On his return from a trip home to his 
native land he brought with him a community of the Christian Brothers of 
Ireland to serve as the faculty of the new school. 

The stay of the Christian Brothers in Worcester was brief, however, 
for after a stay of two years, on account of the vicissitudes of the climate, 
their superiors called them back to their native land. 

In the year 1894, Monsignor Griffin requested the late Brother Alexius 
then provincial of the American Province of the Xaverian Brothers, to send 
a community of Xaverian Brothers to conduct the school. In September of 
that year, four Brothers with Brother Robert as superior, arrived in 
Worcester. During the first few years the Brothers conducted a gammar 
school at St. John’s. Later, Commercial Classes were added, and finally in 
1898, the High School Department was opened under the guidance of 
Brothers Alphonse and Henry. 

As the years passed, St. John’s High School came to be recognized as 
a Preparatory School for Holy Cross College. This was brought about 
when the faculty of Holy Cross, compelled by the over-crowded conditions 
of their dormitories and class-rooms, dropped the preparatory classes from 
the course. 


For years, St. John’s has offered a thorough Classical Course and 
along with it a Latin-Scientific Course, to accommodate those pupils who 
wish to attend Worcester Polytechnic Institute. The graduates now num- 
ber in the hundreds and it is the proud boast of the faculty that the 
majority of them have gone on to further their education after graduation. 

Since 1894, St. John’s School has been under the directorship of eight 
principals and it is a remarkable fact that they are all living at present. 
Their names and tenure of office follow.

OUR years ago today, the present senior class of St. John’s made 
their initial debut in high school, each one of us cherishing in 
his heart great ambitions: whether to secure athletic fame or 
to attain glory in our studies, or in forensic pursuits. 


The motto that the class adopted was: Aut viam inveniam aut 
faciam—“Either find a way, or make one.” The spirit with which the class 
adopted this motto may be seen throughout the following years, for in 
no undertaking did the present senior class of St. John’s ever fail. 


The first year found the class doing its utmost to attain honors— 
scholastically, athletically, and socially. In scholastic affairs, the class 
earned an enviable reputation. Every student of our class successfully 
passed into the sophomore year. Then, too, the coveted gold medal which 
St. John’s awards yearly for excellency in studies was awarded to Joseph 
Shea, the president of our class. Incidentally, we may mention that he 
again secured the same honor in our sophomore year. 


As to our athletic activities, we were prominently represented by 
“Connie” Fitzpatrick, reputed as one of the most versatile athletes that 
ever matriculated at St. John’s, having secured honors in football, basket- 
ball and baseball. The ability of “Connie” Fitzpatrick is greatly enhanced 
when we consider that he played with such famous stars as Captain ““Mike”’ 
Leahy, Walter Carroll and “Red’”’ Brosnan, who afterwards added to their 
athletic fame by playing at Holy Cross. Thus, we completed our fresh- 
man year greatly benefitted by our freshman experiences. 


With the advent of the September session of 1925, we were saddened 
to hear of the departure of our former principal, Brother Gerard, to labor 
in another field—Wichita, Kansas. Though burdened by this sad news, we 
were most favorably impressed by our new principal and leader, Brother 
Aloysius, who came to us from the St. Joseph’s Juniorate of Peabody, 
Massachusetts, and who soon endeared himself to us by his kindly solici- 
tude and energetic nature. 


This year was to see many new successes for St. John’s, among them 
being the locally famous musical clubs—the Glee Club and the Orchestra, 
which, though newly organized, represented our school most favorably in 
this new field. Our class, with true St. John’s spirit, supported this extra- 
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curriculum activity whole-heartedly, by contributing not only its material 
aid. but a large number of its members to the ensemble as well. 


It was during this year that Edward Farrell won the elocution contest, 
and Earl Santimaw won the Doherty Memorial Prize, which is awarded an- 
nually to the most industrious student. 


Athletics, as well, drew a larger number than hitherto from our class. 
Our representatives were small in number, but what we gave was quality, 
rather than quantity, as may be seen by the accomplishments of “Connie” 
Fitzpatrick, “Pete” Scales and “Ed” Campbell. Beyond these few events, 
there was nothing extraordinarily impressive in our sophomore year. 


The following September, we began again, assuming the role of 
juniors—a réle that seemed to exclude us somewhat from the more childish 
stage we had previously held. 


For the second time, we were confronted at the opening of school 
with sad news—Brother Aloysius had been transferred to a much larger 
institution, having been changed to St. Xavier’s College, Louisville, Ken- 
tucky.

John’s, and place it still higher in the educational, athletic and social life 
of our city. Surely, that progress has already borne fruit many times, as 
evidenced by the esteem in which St. John’s is held throughout our city. 


In this year we took a more active interest in all scholastic affairs— 
maybe, because we felt the honor of being Juniors; then, too, being older 
and more qualified to be participants as well as auxiliaries to the Seniors. 
Our Junior year was privileged in having Edward Farrell, winner of the 
previous year’s oratorical contest, win a coveted place on the debating 
team. 


It was during this year that the debating team, having already won 
the sectional debate, travelled to Springfield and was returned the victor 
—having in their possession the Bishop O’Leary Cup. Thus we share 
the honor with the previous senior class of helping to bring such a prize 
to our Alma Mater. 
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Athletics, during this year, profited more than ever by the number it 
enlisted from our class. It is our proud boast that we contributed some 
of the very best to the baseball, football, and basketball squads, among 
them being: C. Fitzpatrick, E. Campbell, E. Farrell, J. Burke, E. Quinn, 
J. Tinsley, and T. Hackett. 


This year was not without its additional sorrow, for in October, one 
of our most popular classmates was taken by the angel of death to his 
eternal home. His death saddened us greatly, for Peter Lemanski had, 
in his short stay with us, gained possession of our hearts by his manly 
character. His loss was not less keenly felt by the football team, as well 
as the orchestra, for he was an eminently proficient member of both. The 
class, in memory of him, visited his home, recited the rosary, and the fol- 
lowing day received Holy Communion at a Solemn High Mass that we had 
requested for his soul. 

Now, the final year, the year of longing, the year to which we had 
long looked forward—when we should be dignified seniors or at least 
termed such, and respected as such by the unsophisticated under classmen 
—had now arrived. With it came a surprise in the change of our former 
teachers to other fields. Brother Kenneth had been transferred to St. 
Michael’s Diocesan High of Brooklyn, N. Y.; Brother Jude to St. Mary’s of 
Baltimore; and Brother John Evangelist to St. John’s Prep of Danvers, 
Mass. The parting of friends is always hard, though part, oftimes they 
must, but with the parting we trust not the rejecting of memories that 
are made all the more precious by the keenness of our loss. Though our 
parting was hard, there yet remained some encouragement, for in their 
stead came Brother Campion, a product of our own school, and one- 
time president of the Philoponia; Brother Robert, from Louisville, Ky.;

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Sophomore Class History 


N the fall of 1926, about 75 boys entered St. John’s from the gram- 
mar schools of the city. We had heard much about St. John’s, 
and our cup of satisfaction seemed filled when, on the morning 
of September 6, 1926, we were ushered into St. John’s Church, 
part of the student body of St. John’s, for the Mass of the Holy 
Ghost.

We began early to take an interest in the activities of the school. 
Immediately after the marks for the first period were read, we elected 
officers. The following were elected for Freshman A: William Lynch, 
president; James Harrahy, vice-president; Robert Power, secretary, and 
William Reidy, treasurer. Results in Freshman B elections named John 
Stradan, president; Francis Shine, vice-president; John Ducharme, sec- 
retary, and John Weiss, treasurer. 

Many of our number joined the football team in Freshman year, and 
made good, the most prominent among them being John Stradan. William 
Lynch made the first team during the basketball season, and contributed 
greatly to the great record piled up by the team that season. Austin Hogan 
was given charge of the orchestra for the year, and took quite a prominent 
part in the first concert of the combined musical clubs of the schoool. 
Most of our number entered the minstrel show, which was produced in 
the form of a revue, and was entitled, ‘On the Green.” 

When the end of the year rolled around, we enjoyed an outing at 
Revere Beach, accompanied by Brother Kenneth, who saw to it that all 
had a good time.

The summer rolled by quickly, and on our return to St. John’s, we 
enrolled with the classes, and being somewhat sophisticated we set right 
down to work, but again, due to our large number, the class was divided, 
and for the first time in its history, St. John’s was forced to have two 
Sophomore classes. A new teacher greeted us in each class. Those of us 
in the new building had Brother Liguori, C.F.X., and those in the old 
building were taught by Mr. Hubert McGrath, who is an alumnus of the 
school, a graduate of Holy Cross, and had taught at Brooklyn College 
Prep. and Massey Prep. Once again, it was time for class elections, and 
of section A, David Cummiskey was elected president, Austin Hogan, vice- 
president; Robert Lynch, secretary, and Thomas O’Connor, treasurer. 
Section B elected John Stradan, president; Joseph Mahoney, vice-presi- 
dent; James McConologue, secretary, and James Harrahy, treasurer. 

We delved into the mysteries of Caesar, and solved the problems of 
Algebra, and gave much of our attention to Greek, English and History, 
and yet we had plenty of time for school activities. Brother Campion, 
Brother Cosmas and Brother Clement all had subjects in our classes, and 
soon, under their able tutelage, we began to surmount the difficulties of 
second year work. ; 

On April 5, 1928, we were all grieved to hear of the death of Timothy 
Merrill of Sophomore B. Timothy had been absent for two weeks, fighting 
pneumonia, and he had done so well, during these two weeks, that we 
expected his complete recovery. Our sorrow then, can be easily imagined, 
when we heard of his death on Holy Thursday morning. The good Lord 
wanted him and which one of us would want to deny him to his Creator. 
On Holy Saturday morning we followed his remains to St. John’s Ceme- 
tery, and as is the custom, a Solemn High Mass was said for his departed 
soul in St. John’s Church, which the entire student body attended. All 
received Holy Communion for the repose of his soul. May God grant him 
peace. 

Our class did great work in getting advertisements for the program 
for the annual play, and we were represented on the football field, on the 
basketball court and in the musical clubs. In fact, one of our number, 
Austin Hogan, was elected to be vice-president of the musical clubs. 

So we are waiting for June to come, and with it the announcement 
that we have been promoted, and next year will ascend a step higher in 
our goal to be seniors at St. John’s.

Philoponia Literary and Debating Society 


UST twenty-one years ago, the pupils of St. John’s became imbued 
with the desire of forming a debating society. They approached 
Brother Thomas, C.F.X., the principal of the school, on the ques- 
tion, and he promised to take the matter into consideration. 
After talking it over with Brother Henry, C.F.X., Brother 
Thomas decided to grant the permission requested, and a night 
was set apart for the forming of this society. On the appointed 

night, sixteen appeared, and formed the nucleus of what is now known 

throughout the City of Worcester as the most firmly established debating 
society in any school in the city. Brother Henry, C.F.X., presented the 
name of Philoponia to the society, saying that it was indicative of the work 
the boys would have to do to make a success of the venture; Philoponia 
meaning lovers of labor. 

The twenty-one years have proven that the foundation was firm. We 
can trace many victories with our memory pen through the years, and we 
find that St. John’s and the Philoponia have been most successful. During 
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the incumbency of Bishop Beaven, diocesan debates were begun in all the 
Catholic high schools of the city, and though at first the Philoponia did 
not attain the success that the members valiantly fought to attain, yet 
for ten years after the founding of the society, a double victory in the 
diocesan debates and the consequent possession of the Bishop Beaven 
Shield for a year was denied them. 

However, the tenth anniversary of the society saw ten years of ardeni 
labor rewarded, for it was in the year of 1918 that, for the first time, 
St. John’s gained possession of the shield. Within the space of seven years, 
the Philoponia gained possession of the shield three times, and by this 
wonderful exhibition of forensic ability, became the proud possessor for 
all time of the coveted trophy. Today, this gift of Bishop Beaven’s hangs 
on the walls of the Philoponia, and is a mute testimony of the tremendous 
work accomplished in debating by devoted Xaverian Brothers, who labored 
so zealously and unflinchingly in days passed. 

In 1923, Bishop O’Leary offered a cup for the winner of the diocesan 
debates, this cup to become the permanent possession of that school win- 
ning it three times. St. John’s and the Philoponia again strove with might 
and main to bring this new trophy to Temple Street. Debating in the dio- 
cese had reached such a high plane, however, that all the schools entered 
into these contests were very highly tuned for the encounters. Although 
St. John’s did not win the cup in 1924, the following year saw the Philo- 
ponia successful, and the Bishop O’Leary cup, for the first time, was 
brought to Temple Street. | 


In April, of 1925, the members of the society did not report to the

meetings in the usual large numbers, and because of this fact, the Philo- 
ponia all but discontinued its meetings. However, the following September, 
Brother Aloysius, C.F.X., was appointed principal of the school, and since 
he realized that the great renown of St. John’s of Worcester, in debating. 
had to be sustained, he decided to reintroduce regular meetings of the 
society. Scarcely a month of the school year had passed, before he 
appointed Brother Carl, C.F.X., as moderator of the Philoponia. The new 
moderator took the entire burden of the work upon his shoulders, and set 
to his task with unremitting zeal. He introduced dramatics into the 
Philoponia, and on Thanksgiving evening, of the year 1925, and the night 
after, the Philoponia produced the play, “My Uncle From India,” in won- 
derful style. Immediately after the production, due to the kindness of 
the pastor, Father Fitzgerald, the old chemistry room was taken over by 
the society and completely refitted, and has since served as a meeting place 
for members of the society. 


Before June, 1926, the members had purchased a fine player-piano, 
an Orthophonic Victrola, a pool table, and had subscribed to twenty-six 
different magazines. Therefore, at the beginning of our Junior year, the 
society was in perfect working order. Weekly meetings were held, a con- 
stitution was drawn up and printed, and copies thereof were distributed 
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to the members. The meeting night was changed from Thursday to Sun- 
day, and it has been held on that night ever since. 


In May, 1927, Edward Farrell, of our class, was elected president of 
the society, Timothy Leary was elected vice-president, and Arthur Spring 
was elected to the office of treasurer. Henry Herrick and Charles Carroll, 
of the class of 1929, were elected to the office of secretary and sergeant-at- 
arms, respectively. Knowing ‘Ed’ well, we knew that under his leader- 
ship the society could not but be successful. 


At the beginning of this scholastic year, a program was drawn up by 
the president of the society for every Sunday night of the year. The 
society had grown to a membership of sixty-five, and it was thought 
for a while that the club would have to be extended, but the majority ruled 
against it as unwise, and we have since learned that we can get along very 
well with our present quarters. 


During the past year, every member of the society has been in at 
least three debates, and all have learned the rules of parliamentary law 


to a nicety. 


For the first time in the history of the society, and of the school, it 
was decided tu produce the annual play on three successive nights, Thanks- 
giving night, the night before and the night after, being chosen by Brother 
Carl. All the members of the society went to work with a will to make it 
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the best in the annals of the Philoponia. The play chosen was, “‘Ain’t It 
the Truth,” and those chosen for the cast were Edward Farrell, Henry 
Herrick, Thomas Murphy, Kenneth McTigue and Francis Clifford. The 
members of the society were assisted in this production by Miss Louise 
Deedy, Miss Helen Walsh, Miss Loretta O’Malley and Miss Alice Moore. 
Two weeks before the play, the members had brought in almost $1000 
in advertisements for the program, and when the play was produced, for 
the children of the parish, on the Sunday preceding its public presentation, 
the hail was crowded to overflowing. 


For the play itself, the hall was jammed on the three nights. It has 
been estimated that 2700 people saw the play, as produced by the members 
of the Philoponia, and that estimate was given by the ticket committee 
after the returns had all been checked up. The acting of Henry Herrick, 
who had the lead, and Kenneth McTigue was frequently applauded, and 
Edward Farrell, with Miss Louise Deedy, Miss Helen Walsh, Miss Loretta 
O’Malley, Miss Alice Moore, received commendation from all sides. Cer- 
tainly, from all angles, it was the best play ever produced at St. John’s, 
and the crowds attending attested to the popularity of productions given 
by the Philoponia Literary and Debating Society. 

With the play over, we turned our thoughts back to debating, and we 
had not long to wait, for on December 18th, we received word from the 
Rt. Rev. Bishop that the preliminary. debates were to be held throughout 
the diocese on the evening of February 6. After careful consultation, 
Brother Carl, C.F.X., chose the following to represent the school and 
society: For the affirmative, John Conlin, Francis Clifford, with Henry 


Herrick as captain and John Farrell as alternate; for the negative, Arthur 
Spring, Daniel Grady, with Edward Farrell as captain and Henry Smith 
as alternate. John Nolan was chosen alternate-at-large. The chosen 
debaters set to work immediately, and gave up their Christmas holidays 
in preparation for the debate. The question, one of the most difficult in 
years, was: “‘Resolved, That amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States snould be adopted only when approved by popular vote in three- 
fourths of the States.” All during the month of January, it was grind 
and work, and work and grind every night, with two of the alumni, John 
McGrath and James McCarthy, helping Brother Carl to coach us, but 
before the debate, one of the greatest activities in the history of the society 
took place. 


TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 


Since the twentieth anniversary of the society would occur on the 
night of the debate, Brother Carl, C.F.X., moderator, decided to hold the 
-twentieth anniversary celebration on February 5th. Great plans were 
made for this affair, and early in the planning it was easily seen that the 
affair would be a huge success. It was decided to hold the anniversary in 
the gymnasium in the form of a banquet, after which there would be 
speaking. Well, the greatest night the Philoponia has ever seen came, and 
the gymnasium was beautifully decorated. Tables had been tastefully 
arranged on the playing surface, and the gymnasium was a beautiful sight. 
The banquet, as served by the Lunt Catering Company of this city, left 
nothing to be desired, and after being entertained by Perc Butler’s Barbe- 
cue Inn Orchestra, we turned our thoughts over to consideration of other 
days. 

The toastmastership was ably handled by Daniel A. Donoghue, a 
former member of the Philoponia, and a worthy alumnus of St. John’s, and 
Mr. Donoghue introduced, as the first speaker of the evening, Brother 
Thomas, C.F.X., the founder of the society, who had come all the way from 
Baltimore to attend this celebration. Brother Thomas received an enthusi- 
astic reception from the 218 members and the former members present, 
and in his talk on “The Foundation of the Philoponia,” it could be easily 
perceived that the welcome had gone straight to his heart. The Philoponia 
was honored by having, on this occasion, the attendance of Brother Paul, 
C.F.X., Provincial of the American Province of the Xaverian Brothers, who 
followed Brother Thomas, and spoke in glowing terms of the work the 
Philoponia was doing and would continue to do. The Rev. Martin 
Tracy, a charter member, was the next speaker, and Father Tracy, in 
speaking on “The Worth of the Philoponia,” left nothing to be desired. 
Rev. William A. Foran, of the class of 718, always an ardent follower of 
Philoponia and its activities, gave a powerful address on “St. John’s and 

’ the Philoponia.’”’ The Rev. Francis X. Downey, Dean of Studies at Holy 
Oross College, had as his subject, “Public Speaking and the Philoponia.” 
Father Downey, who has watched the activities of the Philoponia for four 
years with growing interest, spoke in a most commendatory way of the 

Philoponia. The next speaker of the evening was Mayor Michael J. 

O’Hara. who, for the past years, has frequently shown his interest in St. 
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John’s and all that relates to the Philoponia. The Mayor spoke on “The 
Purpose of the Philoponia,’” and surprised us at his knowledge of the 
doings of the society. 


Shortly after the Mayor’s address, Father Fitzgerald gave a wonderful 
talk on the accomplishments of the Philoponia, when he spoke on the sub- 
ject, “The Philoponia as I Know It.” He took the occasion to thank the 
members and moderator for the great help the Philoponia has been to 
St. John’s, and spoke in glowing terms of its activities. Mr. John McGrath, 
of the class of 1915, was then called upon, and had as his subject, “The 
Second Decade of Philoponia Success,” and he was followed by the last 
speaker of the evening, Brother Henry, C.F.X., co-founder with Brother 
Thomas, of the society in 1908. Brother Henry gave “Impressions of the 
Philoponia After Twenty Years,” and ended by congratulating all who 
had, in the past twenty years, been in charge of the Philoponia. All in all, 
it was a marvelous night, the best we have vet had, and we will preserve 
memories of it forever. 


FURTHER ACTIVITIES 


On the next night, February 6th, we celebrated the twentieth anni- 
versary of the society by winning both sides of the debate. We defeated 
Sacred Heart Academy in Sacred Heart Hall, and St. Mary’s High of Mil- — 
ford in our own hall. As Cathedral High, of Springfield, had won both 
sides of the debate in the western section of the diocese, we were appointed 
to meet them in our own hall on February 27th. On the appointed night, 
the hall was crowded, and after a forensic encounter, the decision was 
given to Cathedral High of Springfield, it being the first time Cathedral 
has ever won the cup. The cup has been won once each by St. Mary’s High 
of Milford, St. Joseph’s High of Pittsfield, and Cathedral High of Spring- 
field, St. John’s and the Philoponia having won it twice. 


Immediately after the debate, we started preparing for trials for the 
national and internationa! oratorical contest, and after the trials were 
held, Edward Farrell, president of the Philoponia, was chosen to represent 
the society at the district finals. 


Other members of the society at the present writing are preparing 
to debate the St. John’s Prep. team, some time in May. The B. J. F. 
Debating Society of Holy Cross donated a cup last year, for debates 
between the two schools, this cup to become the permanent possession of 
the school winning it three times. The Philoponia is preparing strenu- 
ously to bring the cup to St. John’s this year, to adorn the club rooms of 
the society. 

In closing this article, it can be truthfully said that this has been the 
most prosperous year in the annals of the Philoponia, and we earnestly 
hope that our successors will continue to uphold the good name of the 
society, which it has taken twenty years of tremendous labor to gain.

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ADDRESS GIVEN AT THE 


Twentieth Anniversary Celebration of the Philoponia 
By REv. WILLIAM A. FORAN, 713 


EV. FATHERS, Rev. Brothers, and men of St. John’s: 

No graduate of this school, who knows the true glory of its 
history and the triumph of its achievements, would consider 
himself equal to a toast worthy of old Saint John’s and the 
Philoponia. 

Yet, on an occasion like this, we must do our feeble best to pay tribute 
to an Alma Mater as dear to us as any school in the land can be to the 
scholars she has mothered in the way of virtue and knowledge and truth. 


However, it is hardly an occasion for lengthy retrospect of the high 
lights which made brilliant the trail of years winding back to 1908 or 1894, 
or beyond it to the pioneer days of our grand old parish. That story has 
already been graphically told in printed word for our happy perusal, and 
needs no added touch to perfect it. 

Rather would I turn from the past to focus a searchlight on the present 
—the doorway of the future. Rather would I envision for a few serious 


moments the character and inspiration, the well-spring of life in these in- 
stitutions—St. John’s, the sturdy vine, and the Philoponia, its fruitful 
branch. 


For our school has a character all its own. It is different from the 
schools that the world has built around us. And if you would gauge tne 
essential value of old St. John’s, just pause to examine the sharp contrast 
between it and its typical rival. What does the secular school say to the 
anxious yearnings of the young heart, so restless, so unfixed, ever longing 
for a union with something better, nobler, more God-like than itself? Its 
answer is little better than a cynical materialism—‘‘Save yourself if you 
can.” For the secular school is of the earth—earthly ; its horizon ends with 
the visible world; there is no background of a blessed eternity coloring 
its curriculum. Its perishable offerings can give no solace to the heart- 
ache of immortal, imperishable youth. Nor has it any safeguard to offer 
in the way of moral stamina. Its system can never suffice of itself to keep 
unsullied the innocence of the youthful heart. The whole of its educational 
structure is built on shifting sand. 

When the storm of passion rages in the soul, when the waves of lust 
or anger or envy roll, can some scientific Neptune by raising aloft the omni- 
potent trident of a modern text-book bid their restless agitation cease and 
their angry waves be still? 


No, it takes a rock-bound fortress to withstand these buffetings; it 
requires an educational stronghold like old St. John’s. 


Yes, St. John’s is different: it is a Catholic school. Its active interest 
goes far beyond the contents of an ordinary text book or the limits of 
earthly sciences. Its gaze searches the far-off shore of another life. St. 
John’s school is an outpost of eternity. Therefore, it must, by nature, 
wage fierce battle against these doctrinaires of modern education—men 
who would plant the gods of Babylon in the holy land of Israel. 


Here Faith and Reason focus in one clear spot light. 


Here education is not estimated as a mere cramming of the mind with 
facts and theories any more than good health is the stuffing of one’s self 
with food. 


Within these sacred walls there is no rudderless training of the mind, 
but a training with balance to it, and with far-sighted purpose. For here 
the boy’s will power is schooled to use properly the imparted knowledge, 
and his heart is made susceptible to the noblest of motives—the imitation 
of the God-Man, the Master Teacher of the ages. He is made to recognize 
the minimum condition of Christian citizenship and sterling manhood— 
“Deny Thyself’—in order that self-discipline may work its miracle of 
beautiful self control. Within these halls of old St. John’s the teacher is 
not merely a preceptor: he is an exemplar. The geniuses of our hallowed 
classrooms are gathered from a band of men who stand in the very van- 
guard of Catholic educators of youth. 


As one vine entwines itself around another supporting it and strength- 
ening it, so our school has been propped and pillared in the embrace of a 
giant tendril, the congregation of St. Francis Xavier. So intimately are 
these two vines locked together that no woodsman dare apply the ax to 
one lest he deal a death blow to the other. These noble men have been 
a vital part of this great school. Each generation of boys has found a 
hero here in the person of some Xaverian Brother—an Urban or a Boni- 
face or a Robert or an Anselm or a Gerard or Pascal or Carl—but crowning 
them all and clasped tightly by our very heart strings, enshrined securely 
in our affections now and forever, are the deathless names of Brothers 
Henry and Thomas. 

Ah, we have to grow somewhat in years to appreciate more fully the 
services of these men. The deep significance of their work is perhaps lost 
to the student in the golden springtime of his school days. 


We have to glimpse the new menace to our boyhood from that growing 
horde of pagan, godless teachers in order to know the priceless value of 
these champions of Christian education.

Tonight, therefore, your Alma Mater summons you anew, holding up 
the old ideals, warning you that all along the line the black banners of the 
Evil One are waving even among our own forces. Sin in all its forms—a 
contempt for holiness, a passion for wealth and pleasure, sensuality ending 
in unbelief, is working deadly havoc among the youth of this land. Shall 
you sit still and choose the easy life, the comfort of the fool who promised 
himself the morrow that never came? Shall you stand by with folded 
arms, and, as is the fashion, talk glibly of the wonder-working of the mod- 
ern world, of evolution and of progress, of the “‘pig philosophy” of the 
pleasure glutton? And all the while your arch enemy blinds men with 
the dust of gold, wraps them in the mists of pride, and goes his way re- 
joicing to hear his own watchwords on the lips of the children of God. 

No, you cannot rest while the banners of Christ are in peril; and you 
never will rest if the spirit of this school still thrills your hearts and 
nerves your souls with daring.

At the first meeting held, Brother Campion was proud to see that A

= Latin, of 85 per cent or over. After a few short, complimentary words, 
Brother Campion decided it would be best to elect officers, so that we could 
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conduct the meetings ourselves. The members of the club were unanimous 
in their choice of John Conlin for president, John being an earnest Latin 
student and popular with the class in general. The other officers chosen 
were Lawrence Murphy, vice-president and John Sweeney, secretary. 


A set of rules indicative of the procedure of the meetings was drawn 
up and the explained purpose of the society was to foster an increased 
interest among the pupils of the school in the study of Latin.

Greek Club 


The Greek students of the Senior Class of St. John’s High School, 
realizing the benefits of the study of Greek literature, decided, early in the 
year, to organize a Greek Club, to the membership of which all in the Senior 
Class who were occupied in the study of Greek, could belong. 


Because of the novelty of this idea, the pupils of the Senior Class 
taking Greek, unanimously voted to join the club as a body and Brother 
Campion, C.F.X., who was in charge of the class, in his usual self-sacrific- 
ing way, helped the project along by condescending to become moderator 
of the club. 


At the first meeting it was decided by Brother Campion to hold an 
election of officers so that we could take hold of the club ourselves and come 


to him in case any matter was beyond our depth. With Brother Campion 
presiding, the first meeting was called to order and the following elections 
took place. Joseph Shea, who has always led the class, was chosen as 
president, Francis Clifford was elected vice-president and William 
McGrath, secretary. 


The purpose of the club was then briefly outlined by Joseph Shea. He 
told the members that the further study of Greek classical authors and 
their works was of foremost consideration.

Musical Clubs 


Just four years ago, our pastor, Rev. Father Fitzgerald thought it 
would be a good plan to introduce a glee club and an orchestra into the 
school activities. This ambitious project, the formulating of an orchestra 
and glee club, was undertaken by the Rev. Charles Duffy, one of Father 
Fitzgerald’s assistants. Father Duffy secured the services of Miss Bowe, 
and the foundation was begun. The work was hard and tedious, and Father 
Duffy spared no pains to make a success of both clubs. The result of the 
first year of activity of the clubs, was the formation of a wonderful chorus 
for the singing at the commencement exercises. 


The following year, the good work begun was continued aong the 
same lines, with Father Duffy in charge; but during the scholastic year, 
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Father Duffy, who had charge of St. John’s Cemetery and had numerous 
parochial duties to perform, placed the care of the clubs in the hands of 
Brother Carl, C.F.X., who had been appointed principal of the school. 
Brother Carl immediately assigned two members of the faculty to the 
clubs, and under the direction of Miss Catherine Bowe and the supervision 
of Brother John Chrysostom, C.F.X., the Glee Club performed great work, 
as did the orchestra, under the leadership of James E. Coyle and the super- 
vision of Brother Cosmas, C.F.X. 


At the beginning of February, last year, the first annual concert of 
the combined musical clubs was given, and it was a most agreeable sur- 
prise to the followers of old St. John’s. 


During our senior year, it was decided to give the second annual 
concert. The day chosen was February 19th, the Sunday before Ash 
Wednesday. Both Orchestra and Glee Club rehearsed with enthusiasm, 
and due to the efforts of the Senior Council, the stage was beautifully 
decorated, a red plush cyclorama encircling the rear of the stage and 
enhancing the beauty of the 110 members of the musical clubs, seated on 
the stage, dressed, some for the first time, in fitting tux suits. It certainly 
was a sight to behold. 


The program was of the souvenir type, and beautifully arranged. 
The lighting effects were wonderful, and this phase of the performance 
was taken care of by William J. Coulter, of the Junior class. One can 
easily judge, from the following program, the versatility of both Glee Club 
and Orchestra. Thomas Grant of the Freshman class made his debut as 
accompanist, and received great praise on all sides for his wonderful per- 
formance. 


The program started with the playing of “Stars and Stripes Forever,” 
by the orchestra, under the direction of James Coyle. This was followed 
by Mornrise,” sung by the Glee Club. It was a beautiful interpretation 
of this masterpiece, and the applause showed the appreciation of the 
audience. ‘West of the Great Divide” was then sung by the St. John’s 
sextette, consisting of Warren Grady, John Stradan, Thomas Hackett, 
John Coyle, Thomas Murphy and Lawrence Murphy. “Funiculi-Funicula” 
was then rendered by the Glee Club, and this was followed by a rendition 
of Godard’s “Berceuse,”’ by Austin Hogan on the violin. One of the most 
popular numbers on the program, “‘Echoes from Ireland,” was then played 
by the Orchestra, following which the Glee Club varied the program some- 
what by singing a popular number, “‘Let a Smile Be Your Umbrella.” Then 
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the president of the musical clubs, Roland Vigeant, rendered a vocal solo, 
“The Little Garden.’ Louis Bourget’s saxophone trio then entertained us 
with “Elegie,” and we can proudly boast that we are glad Louis is a 
Junior, and will be with St. John’s to give one more concert. May his 
success of this year be surpassed by his performance next year. Foster’s 
““Massa’s in the Cold Ground” was then given by the Glee Club, and the 
Orchestra played ‘‘Diane” and ‘‘Annabelle Lee’”’ in succession, thus light- 
ening the program a bit. The hit of the evening was the singing of “To- 
gether, We Two,” by the St. John’s quartette, consisting of Roland Vigeant, 
John Stradan, Warren Grady and John Coyle. One of the most difficult 
numbers on the program followed, when the Glee Club sang the “Volga 
Boat-Song.”’ This was received with acclaim by the audience that packed 
the hall. Edward Crosby then rendered “Perfect Day” as a cornet solo, 
and he was followed by the Glee Club, which sang Salman’s “Bells of the 
Sea.” After a saxophone solo by Louis Bourget, entitled “Sax-O-Doodle,” 
the program closed with the singing of the Alma Mater song by the Glee 
Club. : 

The entire performance was a rare treat, and made all of us feel 
extremely proud that we were in any way connected with it. Great credit 
is due to Brother Robert, C.F.X., moderator of the Orchestra and Brother 
Clement, C.F.X., moderator of the Glee Club, for their unremitting labors 
in connection with the Musical Clubs. 


At present, the Glee Club is rehearsing a Mass, which will be sung 
in St. John’s Church on some Sunday in May.

Athletic Association 


Athletic Committee 


Athletics, at St. John’s, are under the direction of a committee con- 
sisting of Rev. Charles Carey, representing the pastor; Brother Carl, 
C.F.X., principal of the school, and Joseph Paré, coach of the teams in all 
branches. Under this committee, this phase of school life has prospered. 
During the past year, due to the adoption of the following rules, St. John’s 
has gained an enviable reputation in high school athletic circles, and we 
of the senior class feel that great credit is due Father Carey for the whole- 
hearted manner in which he entered into the spirit of the pupils, and did 
all he possibly could do to make it agreeable for the pupils and the many 
followers of St. John’s. 

Eligibility Rules 

The committee meeting in executive session adopted the following 
rules for all athletics at St. John’s, and Father Fitzgerald formally ap- 
proved them, immediately on adoption, on December 1, 1927: 
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Sec. 1. A pupil shall have been a member of some secondary school 
for the three months next preceding the contest, unless entering from 
elementary school during the same calendar year. | 


SEc. 2. In case a pupil enters St. John’s School from another, he 
shall be allowed to represent St. John’s School only in case his family has 
changed its residence to the city in which the new school is located, 
or he has attended this school three consecutive months, and in either 
case his record must conform with all other eligibility rules of this asso- 
ciation. 


SEC. 3. To be eligible during September and October, the pupil must 
have satisfied the scholarship requirements in fourteen periods of prepared 
work for the previous year. Back work may be made up in September, 
provided that it is made up and becomes a matter of final record within one 
week of the date on which the school opens for the year. A pupil who is 
not thus eligible for athletics cannot become eligible until the close of the 
first regular ranking period of the school year. 


SEc. 4. A pupil shall also secure for the period from the beginning of 
the school year up to the end of the regular ranking period next preceding 
the contest, a passing grade in at least fourteen periods of prepared work. 
A pupil cannot at any time represent this school unless taking fourteen 
periods of prepared work. At least two periods of unprepared work shall 
be required as the equivalent of one period of prepared work. 


Sec. 5. A pupil shall not be limited as to the number of years in which 
he may represent his school in athletic sport, provided he is otherwise 
eligible under the rules of this association. 


SEC. 6. A pupil shall be under twenty years of age. 


SEc. 7. A pupil shall be an undergraduate, i. e., he shall not be a grad- 
uate of any secondary school. Any pupil who has credits sufficient for a 
diploma shall be regarded a graduate. 


SEc. 8. A pupil shall not have been ruled out of a game in any given 
sport for flagrant disregard of the rules of clean sportsmanship more than 
once in the same season. The gravity of his offense will be settled by the 
St. John’s High School Athletic Committee. 


Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the principal to place in the hands of 
the principal of the opposing team, a list of players eligible to represent his 
school on a certain date, if so requested by that principal. 
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Officers of Association 


During the past year, the committee suggested that an athletic asso- 
ciation be formed among the students, with the purpose of creating a 
greater interest in the athletic activities of the school, and also with the 
purpose of settling various minor questicns that might arise. It was de- 
cided that the president and vice-president of this association be members 
of the senior class, that the secretary be a member of the junior class, and 
scorer in all sports as well as manager of football in his senior year, and 
that he automatically become the president of the association on his en- 
trance into the senior class. The other members of the officers of the asso- 
ciation to consist of the manager of basketball, the manager of baseball, 
and the manager of football for the following year. 

This plan received the whole-hearted approval of the student body, 
and at a public meeting held in the Gymnasium, under the direction of 
Brother Carl, C.F.X., the following officers were elected: Lawrence Mur- 
phy, president; William McGrath, vice-president; Charles MacDermott, 
secretary; Timothy Leary, manager of basketball; and Michael Favulli, 
manager of baseball. By his election as secretary, Charles MacDermott, 
of the junior class, automatically becomes the manager of the football team 


next year, and succeeds Lawrence Murphy to the presidency of the asso- 
ciation.
